rait at Cairo. A porformanoe was 
^vcn every Sunday in tho large Hippo- 
iromo by an Anglo-FronoU treupo, on- 
-aged by tho Khodivo of Egypt to 
rhioh tho public had free udmisBion. 
Among tho attractions presented by tho 
lerformcrs was tho balloon aacout of 
he aeronaut Beudet. Just as tho "lloi 
duOiel," aa his balloon was named, was 
about to rise into tho air, Boudot fas- 
tented hie trapoze to tho our, clung to it 
with one hand, and oriod out "lot go I" 
Tho balloon arose to* height of about 
400 yards, when n cry ot horror burst 
from the crowd, a tremendous ronthnd 
taken place in tho globo of tho "Roi du 
Ciol." Th« balloon descended slowly 
at first, but tho wind soon rushed into 
tho gaping aperture in its side, and 
turned it literally inside out, whereup- 
on it gave out a cloud of smoke, and 
took tho form of a flag case. The un- 
happy asronaut now fell almost perpen- 
dicular ; every heart stood still, Boudot, 
however, kept his head, he seized the 
bar of his trapeze with both hands, and 
hung on, trusting to tho slight resist- 
once still opposed to the air by the bal- 
loon ; but its speed soon increased

AMERICAN 
ANTIQUITIES. 


In tho remote parts of Arizona it is 


aid that well preserved and*xtensivo 
ruins have been found which indicate 
he former existence of populous cities, 
from an account of those by Col. Rob- 
rts in tho Builder we quote tho fol- 
owing description : "It is surrounded 
w a wall of sand-stono neatly quarried 
and dressed, 10 or 12 feet thick, and 
originally, judging from the detritus, 
15 or 20 feet high. Within aro tho 
walls of houses, temples and markets, 
all of solid stono, and showing excel- 
lent masonry. These walls arc covered 
with hieroglyphics, out deeply into the 
stone. Tho whole of tho ruins, hkp 
most of those of tho Orient, and especi- 
ally those of Arabia and Assyria, ore 
more or less buried in sand. According 
to tho account, this city is some ninety 
miles from the boundary between Utah 
and Arizona, and an equal distance 
from tho Western Colorudo lino. It is 
close to tho desert, and is surrounded by 
extensive sandy fhwa.—Scribncr 


A CURIOUS deposit, composed almost 


entirely of puro silica, has been discov- 
ered in North Wales. It forms the 
bed of a small lake at a considerable el- 
evation above the level of the eca, and 
is of volcanic origin. When properly 
washed and prepared it furnishes a pow- 
der, which is finally divided and mixes 
freely with oils and pigments, and IB 
worked with tho greatest ease. When 
laid on it soon becomes hard, and pro- 
sontfl a polished surface, which resists 
tho action of acids and heats. 


IN studying tho bones of whales, Dr. 


Strathor has discovered that leviathans 
of tho deep aro subject to rheumatism. 
It Las been said that animals aro not 
subject to disease until they arc brought 
into connection with man ; but this 
fact contradicts tho theory. It is the 
more remarkable, seeing that whales are 
less subject than man to variation of 
temperature; and it is also evident that 
the eold-wator treatment cannot be very 
efficacious in the euro of tho disease.
